Commissioner Tom StClair was in 
Bowie this week in the interest of the 
National highway. 
He reports every 
phase of 
the 
proposition looking 
good, and that Decatur’s prospects 
for securing the road are splendid 
The route through Wise, Montague 
aud Clay counties is fast getting in 
real first class condition. 
W orn is 
being pushed on every section of the 
route this side of the river, and in a 
week tile road will be ready for in­ 
spection. 
Secretary Nicholson, of 
tile National Good Roads association 
will inspect the route the last of this 
month. 
Wise and Montague counties have 
withdrawn their money from the pro­ 
posed Red River Bridge Co. on ac­ 
count of tile failure of Henrietta and 
Petrolia to come up with the amount 
of bonus suberibed. 
The bridge will 
in all probability be built at Byres: 
but Mr. StClair gives the opinion 
that the route will include Decatur, 
wherever the bridge is placed. 
Wichita Falls now favors the Hen­ 
rietta-Bowie-Decatur route over the 
Jack county route, and the joint Clay- 
Montague-Wise Good Roads associa­ 
tion is now officially recognized as a 
part of the National association, and 
the officials of the latter organization 
are convinced that the route through 
Wise is tile most feasable one.

An Invention That M ay Give Ut- Gold 
or Silver Flecked Garment*. 
Delicate laces in silver or bronze or 
gold for th e trim m in g s of a gown, 
gorgeous paintings in th e rich colors of 
polished m etals, brass coated balloons 
and scores of other stran g e articles 
are m ade possible by a little de\ ice 
th a t sp ray s hot metal particles so that 
they will stick on a fabric an d yet will 
not burn it. 
F or m any y ears atte m p ts 
have been m ade with m ore or less su c ­ 
cess to spray m etal successfully, an d a 
Swiss engineer seem s to have discover 
cd tilt* secret. 
His 
meta! 
spray 
machine is 
used 
much as is an ordinary atomizer or al­ 
most exactly as an artist uses an air 
brush, and it is about tin* size tit nil 
atomizer 
The wire or strip of the met 
a1, sin h as gold, that is to he used is 
pla* eel in the device, and gas. fed by a 
flexible pipe from a tank, heats the end 
of tin1 wire or strip of metal to a white 
beat. 
Another flexible pipe from a 
tank of compressed air supplies power 
for blowing tiny particles of the white 
hot metal on the material to be coated 
It has been found th a t th e meta! p ar­ 
ticles grip well on the fabric they hit 
and alm ost seem to w eld together, yet 
they do not set it afire, and coatings 
h av e been successfully applied to wood. 
paper, lace, cloth, celluloid and even 
explosives as well as to other metals. 
It is possible to apply a very thin coat 
ing by m eans of this m achine. 
So strik in g a re the effects th a t spray 
ed m etals m ak e possible for gow ns th a t 
th e first use of th e new device is likely 
to com e in d ress goods an d trim m ings, 
b u t m any uses of m ore com m ercial im ­ 
portance have been suggested.

VAPORIZED METALS. 


A n Invention T h a t M ay Give U * Gold 
or S ilve r Flecked Garment*. 


Delicate laces in silver or bronze or 
gold for the trim m ings of a gown, 
gorgeous paintings in the rich colors of 
polished metals, brass .coated balloons 
and scores of other strange articles 
are made possible by a little device 
that sprays hot metal particles so that 
they will stick on a fabric aud .vet will 
not hum it. 
F o r many years attem pts 
have been m ade with more or less suc­ 
cess to spray metal successfully, and a 
Swiss engineer seems to have discover 
(I the secret. 
His meta! spray 
machine is used 
much as is an ordinary atomizer or al­ 
most exactly as an artist uses an air 
brush, and it is about the size of an 
atomizer 
1’he wire or strip of the met 
a1, such as gold, that is to he used is 
placed in the device, and gas, fed by ti 
flexible pipe from a tank, heats the end 
of the wire or strip of metal to a white 
heat. 
Another flexible pipe from a 
tank of compressed air supplies power 
for blowing tiny particles of the white 
hot metal on the material to be coated 
It has been found that the metal par­ 
ticles grip well on the fabric they hit 
and almost seem to weld together, yet 
they do not set it afire, and coatings 
have been successfully applied to wood, 
paper, lace, cloth, celluloid and e%en 
explosives as well as to other metals. 
It is possible to apply a very thin coat 
ing by means of this machine. 
So striking a re the effects that spray­ 
ed metals m ake possible for gowns that 
the first use of the new device is likely 
to come in dress goods and trimmings. 
but many uses of more commercial im ­ 
portance have been suggested. The in 
ventor has coated radiators with brass, 
lined cans w ith tin, copper coated m et­ 
al for ships* bottoms, covered moving 
picture screens w ith aluminium and c a ­ 
bles with zinc.—Saturday Eveuing Tost.
